The length and cost of political 
campaigns is an issue which has 
been discussed many times during 
the past years. Voters are sub- 
jected to months of political ad- 
vertising; candidates are faced 
with ever increasing costs involv- 
ed in running: a political campaign, 
The 111th Legislature wil be voting 
on. several bills. which are design- 
ed to create a shorter campaign 


_ period and to reduce the wear and 


tear on voter; 78, sWatience and poli- 
tician’s. packet ‘books. 

There are two bills before the 
Legislature mwhich..will reduce the 
length of political campaigns by 
changing the date of the primary 
election from the second Tuesday 
in June to the first Tuesday in 
September (LL.D. 235) or the first 
Tuesday after Labor Day (LD. 5). 
This will shorten the campaigns 
by three months, A shorter ca'm- 
paign will, it is hoped, ‘cost less. 

Another bill, L.D. 129, is also 
designed: to reduce political costs. 
This legislation will prohibit the 


use of television and radio ad- 


vertising by candidates, or groups 
supporting or opposed to candi- 
dates, during the political cam- 
paiign. Public affairs. program- 
ing, where candidates. are asked 
to express their views, or discuss 
a particular issue, will still be 
allowed. The bill will also require 
that all political advertising, 
(stickers, fliers, etc.) clearly state 
the name and address of the per- 
sons authorizing and funding the 
literature. Anyone found guilty of 
using ‘“‘electronic media’ adver- 
tising will be subject to a $500 to 
$1,000 fine for the first offense, 
and a $1,000 to $5,000 fine for sub- 
sequent offenses. As paid televi- 
sion and radio advertising are am- 
ong the more expensive options 
for political candidates, removing 
this option is seen as a measure 
which would reduce campaign 
costs, 

An additional measure is found 
in L.D. 147, which wiil limit pol- 
itical campaign costs by limiting 
the time period in which candi- 
dates can accept and expend pol- 
itical contributions. L.D. 147 will 
allow these monies to be Solicited: 
and expended for a period ex- 
tending six months prior to the 
day of the election. This will 
effectively limit ‘the political cam- 
paign process to a six month peri- 
od, 


Finally, there is L.D. 168, which | 


proposes to amend the Maine Con- 
stitution to create a four year 
term for Maine Senators. Current- 
ly, Senators are elected for two 
year terms, and must begin the 
process of campaigning fairly 
shortly after they are elected. The 
intent of a four year term is to 
allow Senators more time to con- 
centrate on isstes before the Leg- 
islature, and less on preparing 
for re-election campaigns.

The. hematocrit is a laboratory 
test that is performed fo deter- 
mine the red blood count in a per- 
son’s blood, This test is done in: 
order to diagnose the presence of 
an anemic condition, Anemia is. a 
state in which there exists a re- 
duction in the number of red 
blood cells. This condition may 
occur following a recent blood 
Joss, blood cell destruction or iron 
deficienicy. 

The test is performed by obtain- 
ing two small tubes of blood from, 
a finger prick.

The frequent town meetings I 
host in the district are a good 
barometer in determining how the 
people feel about the isgues being 
discussed by both the ‘President 
and Congress, 

I always come away from these 
sessions feeling the time spent is 
both worthwhile and interesting, 
Having held town meetings last 
month in Madison, Doyer-Foxcroft 
and Presque Isle, I can conclude 
that the people don’t see eye-to- 
eye with the President on: his pri- 
orities for spending their tax mon- 
ies. 
, To suggest freezes and further. 
‘cuts in programs that provide, 
among other things, food, assis- 
tance with soaring heating bills 
and part-time jobs for senior citi- 
zens, is not appropriate at this 
time. : 

That is one reason why I have 
signed a “sense of Congress’ re- 
solution urging the administration 
not to cut back on the vital: nutri- 
tion programs that aid fhe needy, 
school children and our elderly. 

I also have asked Budget Direc- 
tor David Stockman to explain 
the rationale behind abolishing 
funds for the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration. That agen- 
cy provided thousands. of perman- 
ent jobs in Maine and is sorely 
needed in this time of high unem- 
ployment. 

I know there are other areas of 
the budget where savings can be 
achieved in order to hold. down 
the federal budget. 

Although defense officials were 
able to cut $8 billion from the 
projected expenditures, there is 
still a $30 billion increase being 
forecast for the military. We need 
to subject the programs develop- 
ing new military weaponry sys- 
tems to the types of scrutiny that 
social programs have undergone 
in the past few years. 

If the fop military brass can’t 
come up with additional spending 
cuts, I'll bet employees of the 
Defense Department — if offered 
some incentive — could suggest to 
Congress areas. where they know 
budget cuts could be made without 
doing serious. damage to our de- 
fense system. 

In addition, Congress should 
take a much closer look at some 


of its appropriations. for public 


wodks to make sure the millions 
of dollars in costs match the anti- 
cipated benefits from these pro- 
jects. , 

T have been receiving a flood of 
mail from the district urging me 
to seek repeal of the 10% tax on 
interest and investment earnings.

or to his presidency did not pro- 


vide much indication. of the me- 
gard for which he would later be, 
held, A selfsmade man who had 
held only one national office be- 
fore becoming President (one term. 
in the U, S, House of Represen- 
tatives, 1847-49) his swift rise pro- 
vides ample evidence for the Am- 
erican belief in the common man, 
Although Lincoln possessed sim- 
ple tastes and emphasized his 
humble origins, he was far from a 
common man in ability, breadth 
of vision and judgement, He .was. 
a complex man with many moods: 
and dimensions to his personali- 
ty. He had a tendency to poke 
fun at himself, often referring to 
his ‘‘poor, lean, lank face.” But 
his intense awareness of humani- 
ty and moral responsibility, his 
concern for aged, poor and for- 
gotten, plus his emphasis om hon- 
esty won him Lasting fame, 

As a former ferryman, sunvey- 
or, storekeeper and farm hand, 
he knew life from many quarters. 
But politics was his overriding 
concern—caucuses, speeches, con- 
ventions, party cinculans. and stra- 
tegies—all held irresistible appeal 
for him as his law partner con 
firmed: ‘‘Politiies was his life, 


‘newspapers his food and his great 


ambition his motive power.” And 
after 1854 the party to which he 
was devoted was the Republican 
party. Lincoln was the finst Re- 
publican president and as a result 
has always held a special place 
in the hearts of the Grand Old 
Party. This occasion at the Beth- 
el Inn continues. that long and 
proud tradition. 

Lincoln’s years. in the Whiite 
House were taken up swith preserv- 
ing the Union and serving as: Com- 
mander in Chief for the Union 
fonces in a tragic Civil War that: 
weighed heavily wpon his shoul- 
ders. Here his adiministrative 
skills, his keen judgement of men 
and his superb sense of timing and 
proportion were taxed to the full- 
est in the greatest crisis faced by 
the United States in its long his- 
tory. His concern for America’s 
black population resulted in his. is- 
suing the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, one of his greatest aichieve- 
ments, Lincoln’s tragic death at 
the hands of an assassin’s bullet 
shortly after tthe énd of hostiliti¢s 
was one of the nation’s: severest 
losses,
